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The applicant's attorneys appreciate the Examiner's comments. 

Enclosed herewith is a new Oath. Entry of the new Oath is requested. 

In the Office Action, it has been stated that Kagawa shows "at least one power device 
(6)" and "a lead frame (3) including a conductive pad having large area to receive the power 
device." However, as seen in Figure 1(b), power device 6 is disposed on pad 4, which is isolated 
from conductive pad 3. Thus, as noted in the previous papers, Kagawa does not show a power 
module in which the power device resides on a pad that is integral with a lead. 

Furthermore, claim 1 calls for a conductive pad, "said conductive pad having a first open 
surface area large enough to receive said at least one power semiconductor device and a second 
open surface opposite said first open surface exposed through said opening in said housing 
element." 

It has been stated in the Office Action that "The housing element (13) in Kagawa does not 
have the bottom portion; that is the opening in the housing element through which a surface of 
the conductive pad opposite to the surface on which the die resides is exposed." 

It appears that the Office Action confirms that Kagawa does not anticipate claim 1. 

For the above reasons, and other reasons set forth in the record, it is respectfiiUy 
submitted that Kagawa does not anticipate claim 1, and claims depending from claim 1. 
Reconsideration is requested. 

The application is believed to be in condition for allowance. Such action is earnestly 
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
